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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 27-29 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nagatani et al 
(US 6,836,517). 

Claim 27. 

Nagatani et al discloses in reference to Fig. 1; 

providing signal path for a first signal (X(t)) at first input of a multiplier (51a) through a 
digital-to-analog converter (51b), a modulator (not shown but required as in the case of prior art 
shown in Fig. 25, bearing in mind the method is used in radio communication, col.l, lines 12-19) 
and a power amplifier (51c); and 

providing a feedback signal path for a second signal from the power amplifier through a 
analog-to-digital converter (51e) to a second input of the multiplier (51a). 

Claim 28 

Nagatani et al discloses "a time delay" (5 Id) for compensating for the time delay of the 
first signal in the signal path. See col. 4, lines 34-36. 



Claim 29. 
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Nagatani et al further discloses multiplying the first signal X(t) with a value from "a look 
up table" (5 If) in accordance with the second signal to compensate non-linearties in the signal 
path. See col.l, lines 12-24.
